For  Denison's  First- Year  Convocation,  English  Professor  and  General  Faculty 
chair  Dr.  Jim  Davis  welcomed  and  charmed  new  students  and  their  parents  with 
an  insightful  and  humorous  speech. 

I  appreciate  your  pausing  from  the  brutal  labors  of  moving  in  at  a  time  when  you  have  so  many 
boxes  left  to  unpack,  so  many  complex  feelings  to  choose  from  as  you  say  goodbye  to  family  and 
hello  to  the  strangers  who  will  be  living  in  your  space.  Moments  ago  you  were  hunting  for  electrical 
outlets  and  "where  DID  you  put  that  power  strip?"  Now  you're  sitting  in  a  row  while  a  grey-haired 
man  in  a  funny  robe  tries  to  hold  your  attention.  Moving-in  day  can  make  a  place  seem  unreal. 

Campuses  in  small  towns  may  seem  particularly  "unreal,"  and  that's 
what  I  want  to  talk  to  you  about  in  the  next  few  minutes  the  so-called 
"real  world"  versus  the  so-called  "Denison  bubble."  The  first  time  I  was 
in  Granville — when  I  was  a  job  applicant  invited  to  campus  for  an 
interview  at  Denison — I  bought  a  copy  of  the  village  newspaper,  the 
Granville  Sentinel,  and  I  looked  through  the  classifieds  to  get  a  sense  of 
what  rent  might  be.  There  I  saw  an  ad:  "Found.  20  dollar  bill.  Please 
call."  I  thought — what  IS  this  place?  It's  so  spruced  up,  so  aggressively 
wholesome,  so  filled  with  strollers,  crosswalks,  picket  fences.  Someone 
feels  anxiety  that  a  stranger  lost  a  20  dollar  bill?  Granville  struck  me  as 
a  gleaming  cliche,  a  Brigadoon  theme  park.  That  year  the  Insiders' 
Guide  to  Colleges  described  Granville  as  a  place  that  looked  like  a 
Hollywood  set,  and  I  could  add,  a  set  designed  to 


symbolize  middle-America, 
prosperity,  and  enthusiastic  milk- 
drinking.  It  had  enough  Norman 
Rockwell  cleanliness  to  make  it 
seem  like  the  town  in  the  film 
The  Truman  Show  or  worse,  The 
Stepford  Wives.  It  appeared  to 
be    out    of   touch,  protected, 
beautiful  but  false,  unreal.  A 
climb    to    Denison's  campus 
seemed  like  a  step  even  further 
removed  from  the  rest  of  the 
world  to  a  place  where  everyone 
was  19  years  old.  Everyone  was 
fit,  seemingly  rich,  and  laden 
with  years'  worth  of  orthodontic 
extravagance.  I  can  understand 
why  there's  a  slang  tradition  of 
referring    to    Denison    as  a 
"bubble,"  as  "Camp  Denidoo,"  as 
if  campus  were  a  great  place  to  postpone  adulthood,  like  some 
stationery  vacation  cruise  ship  or  an  astonishingly  well- 
maintained  retirement  home  for  teens.  Meals  are  cooked  for  you. 
Grounds  and  living  quarters  are  maintained  for  you. 
Entertainment  is  shipped  in  for  you.  Smash  a  beer  bottle  on  the 
quad  and  there's  no  glass  there  the  next  morning.  There  are  no 
children.  No  animals.  No  bills,  or,  at  least,  they're  sent 
someplace  else.  It  seems  like  a  SIMS  campus,  located  in  Mr. 
Roger's  Neighborhood.  Well,  appearances  can  be  deceiving.  In 
Denison  and  Granville's  case,  it's  the  seeming  unreality  that  is 
deceptive.  This  is  a  very  real  place. 

I'm  never  sure  what  people  are  referring  to  when  they  mention 
"the  real  world."  It  can't  be  what  the  media  call  "real,"  with  the 
Hollywood  action  films  that  are  "based  on  a  true  story"  or

"inspired  by  real  events."  It  can't  be  the  scripted,  contrived,  and  rehearsed  "reality  TV"  shows.  It  can't 
be  Nancy  Grace  or  Judge  Judy  screaming  at  sin.Perhaps  the  real  world  means  paying  your  own  bills, 
finding  your  own  shelter  and  food.  Having  to  keep  regular  and  long  working  hours  while  the  sun  is  up,  to 
be  punctual,  to  be  polite  to  a  boss,  to  wear  the  appropriate  dress  and  speak  the  code  of  your  profession. 
But  that's  sounding  less  like  "real  life"  and  more  like  performance  to  me,  playing  the  part  that  will 
secure  your  position  and  advancement  in  your  economic  climb.  Economic  needs  are  real  enough,  but 
calling  what  one  does  to  meet  them  "the  real  world"  seems  unhealthily  narrow.  This  past  summer,  a 
professor  at  the  University  of  Florida,  John  Sommerville,  wrote,  "College  is  perhaps  your  last  chance  to 
consider  all  of  life  and  NOT  just  your  niche  in  the  economy."  What  is  "the  real  world"?  Media  critic 
Jean  Kilbourne  claims  that  most  people  get  their  sense  of  what's  real  or  normal  from  advertising.  If  she's 
right,  then  it's  important  to  pay  attention  to  the  world  as  it's  depicted  by  ads.  Kilbourne  argues  that  that 
ads  present  a  mythologized  reality,  one  that's  highly  profitable  but,  of  course,  patently  untrue.  For 
example,  advertisements  tell  us  over  and  over  that  only  buying  things  will  make  us  happy,  that  things 
matter  than  more  than  people,  that  normal  people  actually  have  relationships  with  productsthink  of  the 
unfortunate  woman  who  is  trying  to  break  up  with  her  mop  now  that  handsome  Mr.  Swiffer  is  in  her 
hands.  One  ad  boldly  proclaims  that  "Few  relationships  in  your  life  are  more  important  than  the  one 
between  you  and  your  Michelin  tires."  Another  ad  asks,  "Aren't  your  kids  worth  Crest?"  How  can  you 
answer  that?  No?  We've  been  trying--  it's  been  our  goal  to  raise  our  children  to  be  deserving  of  Crest 
toothpaste,  but  it  just  hasn't  happened  yet.  Maybe  next  year...  Advertising  has  a  number  of  unhelpful 
effects  on  the  ways  we  see  the  world:  It  diverts  our  attention  from  things  that  actually  make  us  happy  - 
each  other-  and  attributes  happiness  to  things  that  cannot  make  us  happy.  It  diminishes  our  interest  in 
collective  values  in  favor  of  individual  values,  making  our  default  frame  of  reference  not  the  community, 
the  nation,  the  species,  or  the  planet,  but  only  ourselves,  narrowly  defined  as  the  combination  of  the 
products  we  buy.  Ads  make  certain  we  think  of  ourselves  as  consumers,  not  as  citizens.  The  theme  for 
much  of  this  year's  McGregor  coordinated  programming  is  "consumption,"  so  we'll  be  talking  as  a 
campus  all  year  about  our  compulsions  to  consume  and  the  culture  that  maintains  them.  It's  against  that 
cultural  pressure  to  be  unreal  that  liberal  arts  colleges  attempt  to  restore  a  broader  sense  of  who  we  are 
and  of  what  matters.  Granted,  Denison  and  Granville  are  not  materially  representative  of  much  of  the 
globe.  Demographically,  we  are  a  privileged  group  living  in  luxury.  We  could  make  this  place  look  more 
"real."  We  could  neglect  our  buildings,  leave  broken  windows  unrepaired.  We  could  scatter  glass  on  the 
sidewalk  and  try  to  inspire  fear  for  one's  safetytweak  the  mise-en-scene  so  this  place  looked  gritty 

and  raw.  We  could  neglect  our  buildings,  leave  broken  ^^^Bl^Hii^Hliliii^^l^Hiiliii^HHI 

windows  unrepaired.  We  could  scatter  glass  on  the 
sidewalk  and  try  to  inspire  fear  for  one's  safetytweak  the 
mise-en-scene  so  this  place  looked  gritty  and  raw.  But 
that  would  be  posing  and  distracting  from  the 
opportunities  available  here.  Whatever  one  means  by 
"real,"  here's  one  certainty.  If  you  think  of  Denison  as  a 
Camp  Denidoo,  as  a  place  to  prolong  adolescence,  you 
will  rob  yourself  of  much  of  the  experience  of  being  here. 
One  of  the  things  that  make  the  people  here  a  real 
community  instead  of  a  group  of  consumers  is  the 
commitment  we  all  feel  to  looking  out  for  one  anothernot 
just  for  ourselves.  This  Saturday  morning,  you'll  be  asked 
to  sign  our  Campus  Compact,  a  great  statement  of 
purpose:  you  should  read  it  before  you  sign  it.  It  captures 
some  of  the  real  features  of  the  community  you're  joining 
and  some  of  what  we  aspire  to  make  it  with  your  help.  By 
signing  it,  you  will  be  agreeing  to  help  make  Denison  a 
better  place,  to  become  the  person  you  want  to  be  now 
instead  of  later,  to  help  others  become  what  they  can  be. 
It's  not  enough  here  to  be  privately  virtuous,  to  keep  your 
own  house  in  order.  If  you  see  a  friend  acting  like  a  jerk, 
you  are  supposed  to  do  something  about  it.  The  compact 
doesn't  specify  what  that  action  needs  to  be,  but  you  have 
to  do  something.  The  faculty  and  administration  don't  live 
in  your  residence  halls  and  go  to  your  parties.  You 
wouldn't  want  us  to.  You're  on  your  own  (with  2,000 
other  students  who  have  also  pledged)  to  help  create  the 
sort  of  school  and  community  that  you  want  Denison  to 
be.  Consider  what  finally  came  into  being  just  last  year 
and  takes  effect  this  semester.

It  took  students  five  yearsthink  about  that.  A  "student  year"  is  proportionately  even  longer  than  a  "dog 
year"!  But  they  persisted  and  they  graduated  and  bequeathed  the  project  to  others,  who  persisted. 
Denison  students  wanted,  practically  demanded,  to  share  responsibility  with  faculty  for  promoting 
academic  integrity  on  campus.  They  wanted  to  be  required  to  act  when  someone  they  knew  was 
cheating  on  an  exam  or  using  others'  ideas  in  their  written  work  without  citing  them.  They  wanted  this 
to  be  a  community  that  would  actively  define  itself  as  one  in  which  people  get  full  credit  for  their  work, 
in  which  students  look  out  for  each  other  and  alert  one  another  when  they  become  aware  of  bad 
conduct.  They  wanted  to  help  assure  that  violations  of  integrity  were  handled  fairlywith  students'  rights 
to  due  process  fully  preserved  and  with  penalties  or  remediation  handled  consistently.  In  that  slow  way 
that  universities  change,  the  proposal  traveled  through  the  system,  and  it  got  better  at  every  stop. 
Finally,  students  voted  unanimously  to  implement  it,  and  faculty,  too,  voted  unanimously  to  implement 
the  Code  of  Academic  Integrity.  It  won't  be  easy  as  we  create  the  new  committees  and  write  the 
materials  that  we'll  need  in  order  to  enrich  our  culture  here.  Faculty  will  have  to  change  some  of  their 
ways  of  doing  things  in  class  and  out.  Students  will  likely  face  an  awkward  period  of  adjustment  to  a 
fundamentally  changed  campus.  On  Denison's  homepage,  click  on  "about  Denison."  It  tells  you  a 
great  deal  about  the  connective  tissue  of  this  place. . ..  If  you  read  national  newspapers  about  events  and 
issues  on  other  campuses,  you  find  that  the  problems  we  face  here  have  counterparts  elsewhere.  All  of 
our  seemingly  local  challenges  are  linked  to  national  ones.  But  we  have  a  head  start  in  dealing  with 
them.  The  connections  among  the  people  on  this  campus  are  as  real  as  the  things  that  make  us 
different.  We  intentionally  designed  Denison  to  be  a  residential  campus  (not  because  Granville  can't 
house  us  all)  but  because  living  together  empowers  us  to  craft  the  sort  of  community  that  will  be  to 
everyone's  benefit,  to  create  a  reality  that  celebrates  connections  with  and  differences  from  other 
people  and  enables  us  to  benot  consumersbut  citizens  in  a  real  world.  After  living  in  this  place  for  a 
while,  if  I  found  a  stray  20  dollar  bill  on  the  sidewalk,  I'd  like  to  think  that  I'd  look  for  the  person  who 
dropped  it.  Thank  you.

The  week  will  have  events  like  a  talent  show  and  a  poetry 
night.  Both  events  will  allow  participants  to  show  their  diverse 
alents  and  express  their  words  to  the  community. 

"Although  it's  called  Black  Love  Week,  we  will  be  stressing 
diversity  and  communication,"  Ivy  said,  "We're  not  just  trying  to 
love  blacks,  but  also  community."

In  a  ceremony  held  in  the  Welsh 
Hills  Room  of  Denison's  Burton  D. 
Morgan  Center,  Vice  President  of 
Student  Affairs  Samuel  J.  Thios 
presented  the  university's  2010 
Distinguished  Leadership  Award  to  37 
deserving  seniors. 


The  honor  is  awarded  annually  to 
graduating  seniors  recognizing  their 
"extraordinary  commitment  to 
excellence,  leadership  and  dedication 
to  Denison  and  surrounding 
communities." 

In  a  special  presentation  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  ceremonies,  Thios 
was,  himself,  recognized  and  honored 
with  a  Distinguished  Leadership 
Award.  This  summer,  he  will  retire 
from  Denison  after  38  years  of  service 
to  the  college.  The  venerable  Dr. 
David  Woodyard,  professor  of  religion 
and  50-year  veteran  of  the  Denison 
faculty,  made  the  presentation  to 
Thios. 

In  an  emotional  presentation, 
Woodyard  noted  that  the  qualities  of 
leadership  that  Thios  had  been 
honoring  among  the  students  over  the 
years  were  the  same  qualities  that 
Thios  had  exhibited  throughout  his 
teaching  and  administrative  career  at 
Denison.  Surprised  by  the  recognition, 
Thios  was  clearly  moved,  as  were  all 
of  those  in  attendance,  including 
students,  parents,  faculty  and 
administrators.

Preparing  Si^niprs  for  life  sifiter  Denison

The  general  education  requirements 
here  at  Denison  are  important,  but 
they  won't  help  a  student  fix  a  car, 
find  an  apartment  or  conduct  a  long- 
distance job  search.  To  that  end,  four 
offices  on  campus  worked  together  to 
create  a  new  series  of  programs  on 
campus  called  "The  Game  of  LIFE." 
The  series  was  customized  for 
seniors  and  geared  to  help  students 
with  the  details  of  life  after  Denison. 
Four  offices  on  campus.  Career 
Services,  Student  Activities,  Campus 
and  Residential  Life  and  Alumni 
Affairs,  joined  forces  to  create 
programs  especially  developed  for 
seniors  that  included  twelve  sessions 
throughout  the  semester. 

The  programs  were  divided  into  four 
categories:  social,  career,  finance 
and  personal.  They  included 
workshops  on  cooking,  financing 
graduate  school,  car,  home 
maintenance,  grocery  shopping, 
interviewing,  job  searching  and 
etiquette. 

The  first  program  in  the  series  was  a 
"Mediterranean  medley"-themed 
cooking  class.  Sarah  Eichner,  a 
senior  biology  major,  attended  the 
class  and  returned  to  the  hill  with 
rave  reviews.  "I  really  did  enjoy  the 
program.  I  learned  food  preparation 
techniques,  new  recipes  and  how  to 
use  various  ingredients  to  really 
boost  the  flavors  and  appearance  of 
a  dish,"  Eichner  said.  Senior 
psychology  major  Emily  Julian  signed 
up  for  the  class  as  well.  "I  really  want 
to  learn  valuable  cooking  skills  [...] 
now  that  I  have  my 


own  kitchen  and  will  be  cooking  for 
myself,"  she  said.  Julian  also  gave 
positive  feedback  on  the  cooking 
class  and  said  that  she  was  excited 
to  learn  about  tips  on  using  spices 
and  presenting  food  on  the  plate.  "I 
really  enjoyed  the  program  and 
learned  a  lot  about  simple  cooking 
skills,"  she  said. 

Senior  Courtney  Cobb,  an 
economics  major,  was  unable  to 
attend  the  cooking  class  but  said  she 
is  "looking  fon/vard  to  the  program 
promised  in  the  spring  about  finding 
an  apartment."  For  a  campus  that  is 
100%  residential,  this  program  is  a 
great  asset  to  have  in  helping  you 
find  your  first  living  arrangement  after 
graduation,"  she  said. 

Eichner  said  she  was  also  excited 
about  upcoming  programs.  "I  will 
definitely  do  another  [program],"  she 
said.  She  added  that  she  already 
signed  up  for  the  other  three  cooking 
classes  and  was  planning  on 
attending  the  programs  about  car 
maintenance,  home  maintenance, 
finances  and  etiquette. 

Ryan  Brechbill,  associate  director  of 
career  services,  was  a  member  of  the 
Senior  Experience  Committee  that 
created  the  series.  "It  was  a  lot  of  fun 
to  plan  and  a  great  opportunity  for  the 
four  offices  to  collaborate  on  a  great 
project,"  he  said  of  the  series. 

Brechbill  made  sure  to  emphasize 
that  this  project  was  a  work  in 
progress,  and  there  would  be 
evaluative  surveys  after  each 
program  to  ensure  that  next 
semester's  series  will  be  as  fun  and 
useful  as  possible.

The  accord  is  a  commitment  by 
the  leaders  of  higher  education 
institutions  to  "exercise 
leadership  in  their  communities 
and  throughout  society  by 
modeling  ways  to  minimize 
global  warming  emissions,  and 
by  providing  the  knowledge  and 
the  educated  graduates  to 
achieve  climate  neutrality." 
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Knobel  involved  the  community, 
saying  that  he  was  taking  this  step 
on  behalf  of  the  entire  campusthe 
students,  faculty  and  staff  of 
Denison.  "It  won't  always  be 
convenient,"  he  said.  "Each  of  us 
has  to  do  the  little  things,  like  turning 
off  the  lights,  and  we  have  to  take 
on  the  big  projects,  too." 

As  he  signed  the  commitment, 
Knobel  concluded,  "What  a  great 
day.  It's  an  historic  day  at  Denison."

Andy  Carlson  calls  it  "being  bitten  by  the  bug." 

Casey  Cook  refers  to  it  as  "a  healthy  addiction." 

Their  students  know  it  as  "just  getting  that  feeling." 

No  matter  how  you  describe  it,  once  you  catch  it, 
once  it  worms  its  way  into  your  heart,  there's  no 
fighting  the  intoxicating  power  of  bluegrass  music. 
And,  man,  that  bluegrass  bug  has  become  an 
epidemic  around  the  hill  these  days.  It's  so 
infectious,  that  Denison's  music  department  is 
adding  a  brand  new  program  to  its  curriculum, 
codirected  by  Carlson  and  Cook,  beginning  this 
fall:  a  certified  academic  concentration  in 
bluegrass  for  music  majors. 

Unlike  Western  European  classical  music, 
bluegrass  as  a  formal  study  is  largely  uncharted  in 
the  world  of  academia.  But  a  small  handful  of 
schools  are  pioneering  a  path  to  bring  the  old 
string  band  tradition  out  of  the  Appalachian 
foothills  and  into  the  halls  of  higher  ed.  With  the 
unveiling  of  its  bluegrass  program,  Denison  joins 
only  two  other  schools  in  the  country — East 
Tennessee  State  University  and  South  Plains 
College  in  Texas— to  offer  a  certified  curriculum 
dedicated  to  the  genre.

The  firm  has  been  recognized  with  three 
Presidential  Design  Awards,  the  Medal  of  Honor  from  the  AIA  New  York  Chapter,  the  national  AIA 
Firm  Award,  the  Historic  Districts  Council's  Landmarks  Lion  Award,  and  more  than  100  other 
awards  for  design  and  planning.

MIX  MASTERS

If  you  shopped  at  American  Eagle  Outfitters 
last  summer  you  probably  heard  a  charming  mix 
of  songs  (the  backdrop  for  your  polo-perusing), 
and  perhaps  you  recognized  a  certain  mid-Ohio 
campus  gracing  the  store's  TV  screens.  Thanks 
to  Keith  Keegan,  Granville  resident,  VP.  of 
marketing  for  American  Eagle,  and  fan  of 
Denison's  radio  station,  WDUB  Denison  was 
chosen  as  one  of  three  schools  to  kick-start  the 
store's  new  campaign,  which  features  colleges 
and  their  radio  stations.

Listen  for 
similarities  in  tone  like  the  cross  between  rock 
and  blues  in  "The  Wind  Cries  Mary"  by  Jimi 
Hendrix  followed  by  B.B.  King's  "The  Thrill  is 
Gone."  Showcase  a  variety  of  artists  and  albums 
within  the  style  or  theme  to  avoid  unhealthy 
repetition.

tunes  are  best  (think  "Lollipop"  by  MIKA  or  "Heads 
Will  Roll"  by  the  Yeah  Yeah  Yeahs).  If  the  event  is 
more  mellow,  John  Mayer  is  a  great  fall-back. 

Consider  the  age  group  and  interests  of  your 
audience.  Great  go-tos  for  a  large  audience,  like 
American  Eagle  shoppers,  are  MGMT,  The 
Beatles,  and  the  Dave  Matthews  Band. 

Have  a  favorite  song  that  you  like  to  hear  no 
matter  what  you're  doing?  Put  it  on  there.  Our  DJs' 
favorites  for  every  playlist  are  the  Allman  Brothers' 
"Melissa,"  "Dance  Anthem  of  the  80s"  by  Regina 
Spektor,  "Time  Waits  for  No  One"  by  the  Rolling 
Stones,  "Good  Day"  by  Tally  Hall,  and  anything  by 
the  Disco  Biscuits. 

Be  sure  your  playlist  is  long  enough  to  play 
throughout  the  entire  event  or  show  without 
repeating  any  songs. 

If  making  a  mix  for  your  honey,  some  romantic 
classics  to  consider  are  "Wonderful  Tonight"  by 
Eric  Clapton,  "Something"  by  The  Beatles,  "The 
Luckiest"  by  Ben  Folds,  and  "Incident  on  57th 
Street"  by  Bruce  Springsteen.

COLLECTIONS 


The  Asian  collection  comprises  the 
largest  percentage  of  the  entire  collection 
with  approximately  4,000  items.  Most  of 
the  objects  come  from  Burma  and  China, 
with  some  pieces  from  Thailand.  Denison 
also  houses  a  Japanese  netsuke 
collection,  featuring  about  two  hundred 
pieces  mostly  in  ivory. 

The  European  collection  contains  about 
1,000  items,  and  has  a  broad  scope, 
ranging  from  the  fifteenth  century  through 
the  present.  The  collection  primarily 
consists  of  prints,  drawings,  and  paintings 

There  are  about  1 ,000  objects  by  United 
States  artists  in  the  Denison  collection.  Of 
these,  most  are  prints,  etchings, 
lithographs,  drawings,  and  woodcuts.  The 
remainder  of  the  collection  comprises 
paintings,  sculpture,  photographs,  and 
watercolors. 

The  Central  American  holdings, 
primarily  from  the  Kuna  culture  located  on 
the  San  Bias  islands  off  the  coast  of 
Panama,  range  in  date  from  the  late 
nineteenth  to  the  mid  twentieth  century. 
The  main  objects  are  textiles,  wood 
figural  sculptures,  baskets,  jewelry, 
ceramics,  household  and  ceremonial 
items,  ritual  spears  and  arrows, 
manuscripts,  and  musical  instruments.

The  Denison  Museum  is  committed  to 
creating  valuable  inclusive  and 
interdisciplinary  experiences  in  the  deep 
exploration  of  visual  culture  in  the 
context  of  liberal  education.  The 
Museum  seeks  to  engage  visitors 
through  its  high-quality  exhibitions 
and  thought-provoking  public 
progranns  focused  on  the  world's 
many  forms  of  visuality,  while 
preserving,  developing  and  caring  for 
the  Museum's  collections,  donated 
and  acquired  over  Denison 
University's  history.  In  so  doing,  the 
Museum  strives  to  serve  diverse 
local,  regional,  national  and 
international  audiences  as  a  cultural 
resource  that  furthers  recognition  of 
the  interrelationship  of  multiple  forms 
of  knowledge. 

The  Denison  Museum  in  Burke  Hall 
houses  the  collections  and  exhibition 
spaces  of  Denison  University.  The 
collections  comprise  nearly  8,000  objects 
from  Asia,  Africa,  Europe,  and  North  and 
Central  America.  The  display  spaces  are 
not  only  used  to  showcase  the  permanent 
collection,  but  are  also  devoted  to  the 
presentation  of  a  wide  variety  of 
exhibitions.  The  work  of  senior  art  majors 
is  presented  at  the  end  of  each  season. 
The  Denison  Museum  is  dedicated  to 
providing  students,  faculty,  and  staff  of 
the  University,  as  well  as  the  wider 
community,  with  a  first-hand  cultural 
experience.  An  on-going  program  of 
lectures,  symposia,  visiting  artists,  gallery 
tours,  and  other  events  are  available  to 
the  Denison  audience  and  the  general 
public.

An  earthquake  that  reached  a  7.0  on  the  Richter  scale 
struck  on  Jan.  12  near  Port-Au-Prince,  causing  widespread 
damage  and  destruction.

"During  our  time  here  at  Denison  we  have  had  our  fair  share  of  dissonant 
learning  experiences.  Some  of  these  experiences  were  smalllike  writing  a 
20-page  paper  the  night  before  it  was  due,  or  hving  without  electricity 
because  of  winds  from  a  hurricane.  Through  these  smaller  examples  we 
learned  that  frustrating  things  happen  but  sometimes  when  we  work 
against  time  or  seek  shelter  in  seniors'  apartments  for  electricity,  we 
come  together  in  a  way  that  may  have  otherwise  not  been  possible.  We 
strike  up  conversations  during  these  times  with  students  that  we  may  have 
otherwise  never  met.  We  all  have  that  friend  we  met  randomly  in  the 
Fellows  computer  lab  at  one  in  the  morning. 

We  also  had  our  fair  share  of  larger  dissonant  circumstances  such  as 
during  our  sophomore  year  when  we  were  faced  with  issues  of  racism  and 
intolerance.  Yet,  it  was  at  these  moments  that  the  lesson  we  learned  from 
our  first  year  theme  came  into  play.  These  were  intense  dissonant  times 
which  led  to  hurt  and  anger,  yet  we  stepped  up  as  students  and  demanded 
a  change.  We  saw  this  as  an  opportunity  to  show  what  we  wanted 
Denison  to  represent  and  tried  to  make  better  changes  that  would  bring 
some  harmony  to  the  future  Denison  students.  Our  class  learned  not  to 
ignore  the  dissonance  but  to  learn  from  it  and  even  embrace  it  with  the 
goal  of  moving  toward  harmony."
